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Here is the request to which Hoover’s letter on the preceding page responds. The Cuban 
groups are hardly of the left, some are very much to the right, so they were forgotten 
in the FBI shuffle. With Willens and Malley "discussing" it, the Department of Justice 
was negotiating with itself, for Willens remained on that payroll while he was the Com- 
mission's liaison with it. To the degree possible, the revenge-seekers were always pro- 
tected. let one of these groups, in Dallas, was involved in the counterfeiting of Oswald 
before President Kennedy was assassinated, to Hoover's knowledge for more than 7 months 
when he wrote his letter. And in lew Orleans, Bringuier represented both DEE and Alpha 
66. A second man in his establishment of Oswald's "cover" there was also Alpha 66. 

Why, indeed, should Hoover have had any interest? Or the Commission?
